Winnipeg, Toronto, Vancouver, 
Montreal and Calgary lead in the lat- 


est returns of Canadian building per- | 


mits. Discussing the figures, Con- 
struction says: There is every sign 
that the country in general is still 


| forging ahead, with no indications of 


a halt of any cons*quence. The value 
of new work undertaken in the month 
of July in 83 cities reporting amount- 
ed to $12,952,076, as against $10,206,276 
for the same month last year, the 
average gain, as based on the com- 
paretive figures, amounting to 23 per 
cent. Aside from the decrease noted 
in the case of Montreal, all the prin- 
cipal cities exceeded their former fig- 
ures, while in many of the secondary 
centres a marked degree of progress 
was in evidence, 

Winnipeg, with an investment of 
$2,787,100, has the largest amount re- 
gistered, although Toronto, with a 
total of $2,786,500, is but a_ slight 
margin behind, the increase noted be- 
ing 161 and 42 per cent. in order nam- 
ed. Vancouver comes next in this 
respect, her expenditure of $1,108,378 
representing a gain of 73 per cent., 
clearly indicating that this city has 
fully recovered from the Jabor trou- 
bles which for a short period embar- 
rassed its progress, The West, in fact, 
with the exception of the loss of 33 
ner cont, recorded in the case of 
Lethbridge, experienced a cycle of un- 
broken gains.

ROTHENBURG. Mi 


An Anclent City That Is Stiil Stately 
and Fascinating. 


For 5 thousand years Rothenburg 
has bovn a city. For more than 500 
years it was n free city of the om- 
pire. it is not like those ancient 
towns which, through centuries of 
strife, preserved their entity through 
being huddled near the base of some 
castle. It is not like those towns that 
were protected by powerful princes, 


for it has maintained itself by ite | 


own unaided sturdiness. If great 
barona came to Rotheniburg they came 
to receive protection, not to givo it, 
or else they came to be entertained 
with the lavish open handedness that 
made thre city a place to which em- 
perors themselves found pleasure in 
resorting. 

By crusaders and pilgrims Rothen- 
burg was held in affectionate regard, 
not only for its generous hospitality, 
but because, seen from the river, it 
bore ao striking resemblance to Jeruw- 
salem, But there was order in those 
times of turbulence, and in an old, 
old house used by Palestine’s pil rims 
and still known as Pilgrims Hones 
there is an ancient stone, bearing 
upon it an ancient carving of a hand 
and a hatchet, with the ominous in- 
scription, “He who quarrels in this 
house shall have his hand cut off.” 

Yet since those early days the town 
has been comparatively forgotten. 
Even yet it has not become a haunt 
of the tourist and the traveler, al- 
though each year a few visitors resort 
there, bringing back tales of this city 
that out-Nurnbergs Nurnberg. It is 
easily reached, being on a little 
branch line from the railway between 
Frankfort and Munich. 

Tt is a place where the sightseer 
cannot go wrong, for everywhere is 
fnscination. There are both stateli- 
ness and beauty. There are towering 
houses with crisscrossed fronts. 

There are deep dungeons under the 
Rathhaus, reached by stairways drip- 
ping with moisture, into which not a 
ray of light can enter, and in one of 
these dungeons some five centuries 
ago the men of Rothenburg placed 
the burgomaster who, more than any 
other in the long burgomasterial line, 
give to the city power and wealth 
and prosperity. But they charged 
him with conspiring with the em- 
peror and not only gave him no 
light, but edged their animosity py 
deliberately giving him no food. It 
is in all a fiercely dramatic story, for 
friends who were still faithful tun- 
neled to the cell and madly cut 
through its prodigious wall and reach- 
ed the prisoner, but only to find him 
dead. 

Nowadays they treat unpopular 
burgomasters with more considera- 
tion. Each burgomaster is chosen 
for three years, and ut the end of 
that time he is either elected for lile 
or gives place to a successor, But an 
election for life does not give un- 
checked power, for it is a simple 
matter with these townsfolK, if they 
tire of a Life chosen mayor, to make 
him ‘‘so crazy with vexation,” as it 
was expressed to me, that he is glad 
to resign and accept the pension that 
they palliatively offer. Only recently 
they thus got rid of one.—Robert 
Bhackleton in Harper’s Magazne.

Pursuit of Science Makes Man Poetle 
and Imaginative, 


Addressing the National Home 
Reading Union at their annual meet 
ing at Caxton Hall, Westminster, 
England, the other day, Mr. Birrell 
said they must remember that they 
were a society of readers, not authors, 
that they belonged to the class who 
had to pay for everything. Loe other 
people were the producers, The con- 
sumers ultimately had to pay for 
everything. 

Authors war? a dangerous class, 
class to be a little cautious ubout. 
The world was full of good words 
about books, the beatitude of read- 
ing, the inestimable value of books; 
but they ‘must remember that all the 
beautiful descriptions were by 
authors, (Laughter.) It made one a 
little suspicious—it was like a brew- 
er recommending beer, or a distiller 
some particular blend. 

He recalled an instance of a book 
being prefaced by a collection of fine 
things said about books, but the stuf- 
fing was knocked out of it by the 
heading, “Opinions of Authors.” 
(Laughter.) This society taught them 
how to read to improve their minds, 
All great writers were not great reud- 
ers, Some of the greatest authors 
were the least bookish — John Bui- 
yan, Izaak Walton, George Borrow, 
and even Shakespeare. 

It was a mistake to think that the 
pursuit of a single subject led to nar- 
row-mindedness, because the more & 
subject was pursued the more was it 
found to be allied to some other sub- 
ject, such as law and history. Mathe- 
matics, he was told, was identical 
with poetry. (Laughter.) Science was 
a fertile field for the loftieat kind of 


imagination; the more a man pursued j 


science the more poetic and imagina- 
tive he became. 

He disagreed with each side read- 
ing its own side only. ‘Read both 
sides,” he exclaimed, “and, for Heav- 
en’s sake, if you cannot do that, read 
the other side.”

JOHN BRIGHT. 


« a 
Great English Statesmen's Centenary 
| Was Celebrated Rersntly. 


The centenary of the bi.th of John 
Bright, the great English Quaker, ora 
,tor and progressive statesman, was 
celebrated on Nov. 16. By English- 
men John Bright is remembered a4 
one of the chief advocutes of the te- 
peal of the corn laws, of the exten- 
| sion of su%frage and the establish: 
‘ment of a national system of educa: 
tion. To the Irish he was a consist- 
ent and powerful friend in all their 
struggles, except t.e final one for 
home -rule. By the Hindus he ia 
gratefully recalled for his fight to end 
the abuses of the East India Com- 
pany and to bring India under the 
direct control of the crown, To the 
world at large he stands as an advo- 
cate of peace, of the rights of work: 
ingmen and of humanitarian move- 
ments, 

John Bright has been classed 48 
the foremost orator among Knulish 
statesmen of the nineteenth century. 
In his directness, his outspoken op- 
position to wrong and his moral and 
religious force he has been likened 
to one of the Hebrew prophets. His 
diction was well chosen and his voice 
full and musical, but perhaps hia 
greatest power with an audience lny 
in his simplicity, honesty and earn. 
estness. He was transparently sine 
cere. Yet with all these gifts be nev- 
er used them for self aggrandize- 
ment and never failed to u + them in 
behalf of the poor and downtrodden. 
He employed sort Anglo Saxon 
words, humor and epigram, logic and 
facts. He fought slways against the 
aristocracy and for the common pros 
ple, yet he dared to go against public 
opinion if he thought it wrong, suf. 
fering obloquy to d nounce the Crit 
ean war and leaving the Cabinet bes 
cause of the bombardment of Alex- 
andria.

John Bright took his religion into 
politics.

The Traveling Restaurant. 

Every long-distance railway in the 
British Isles has its restasrant car 
service, either restricted or liberal, 
according to circuinstances. The ma- 
jority of the companies munage the 
cars themselves through the agency 
of their hotels department, but there 
is at leust one case where the care 
are sub-let to private caterers. 

The work of the crew of a restaur- 
ant car is arduous, and more unremnit- 
ting than people suppose. Generally, 
the staff consists of a head-wuiter, 
three or four under-waiters, a chef, 
and an under chef, They take pos- 
session of the cxr long before the 
train is due to start, and, whilst the 
chef prepures the first meal, the wuit- 
ers are busy laying table, cleaning 
cutlery, and polishing up the interior 
of the car.

, LUMBER WASTE FOR PULPWOOD 


Practical Economy and Utilization | 
of Wood Waste is Urged by 
Forestry Department 


For the purpose of manufacturing 
the four hundred and seventy-five 
,thousund tons of wood pulp produced | 
{in Canada in 1910 nothing was used 
‘except logs of varivus species, which 
as our timber supply decreases are} 
becoming valucble for lumber and 
other uses. No slabs or other saw-! 
{mill waste was reported as being con.’ 
|verted into wood pulp, by neglecting 
which practice, Canada is losing great- 
ly. During 1909 in the United States 
}six per cent. of the total pulpwood 
consumption was from slabs and mill 
trimmings. If economy had _ been 
practiced to the same extent in Can- 


ada during the year 1910, as much 
ulp might have been roduced as 
rom thirty-six thousand cords of 


wood and not one pulp log need have 
been cut, This would have made twen. 
ty per cent. more pulp than Nova 
Scotia produced in 1910. 
Looking at the subject from an-| 
jother view point the gain might have 
been much greater. Over one-half of 
the five billion feet of lumber cut in 
1910 passed through mills at centres 
of large population where the slab 
waste of one-half cord to every thou- 
sand feet of lumber might have been 
saved from the incinerators. One 
cord of pulpwood will produce at least | 
one-half ton of pulp so that one and} 
a quarter million cords of slabs ob-| 
jtained would have produced at the 
|lowest estimate six hundred and 
| twenty-five thousand tons of pulp pro- 
|duced in Canada in 1910. The sooner 
such practical economy and _utiliza- 
tion of wood waste commences the 
longer will Canada have an adequate 
supply of pulpwood. :

ACTS AS DEPUTY KING 


PRINCE ARTHUR OF CONNAUGHT 
PERFORMS FUNCTIONS. 


As Only Male Adult cf the Royal Fam- 
ly In England at Present, the Son 
of Canada’s Governor-General Is 
Acting as Monarch Just Now — Is 
Very Popular In Great Britain and 
Is Envoy Extraordinary. 


How the functions of the King are 
being exercised in the United King. 
dom during His Majesty’s absence in 
India is as follows: 

Provisions have been made by Order 
in Council for delegating the exercise 
of certain of the executive functions 
of the crown during the King’s ab- 
sence, The language of the order is 
necessarily wide, but as His Majesty 
during his absence is in daily tel-- 
graphic communication with his Min- 
istors, all matters of gravity and im- 
Yr tance are in ordinary course sub- 
mitted to him, 

The persons numed in the Comm's- 
gion are: 

H.R.H. Prince Arthur of Connaught. 

The Archbishop of Canterbury. 

The Lord Chancellor. 

The Lord President of Ahe Council 
(Lord Morley of Blackburn), 

No legislation is needed for the pur- 
pose. 

The practice of appointing a Regent 
during the absence of a Sovereign 
abroad has been in abeyance since 
the reign of Henry III. The appoint- 
ment of a Regent would involve the 
passing of a special act of Parliament, 
as a Regency Act applies only to the 
death of the Sovereign wh_en the heir 
to the throne is under age. 

That the precedent of 1821 is fol- 
lowed, that when His Majesty in 
Council declares his intention of go- 
ing out of the kingdom he will nomi- 
nate as his Commissioner for the exer- 
cise of certain executive functions 
the persons named by the Prime Min- 
ister, 

The appointments specify the pow- 
ers to be exercised, and are med» 
under the Great Seal, so that the as- 
sent of Parliament is not necessary. 

The power delegated to the Commis- 
sioners are not so wide as in former 
days, when facilities of communica: 
tion were mere limited. But they 
cover a multitude of duties, such as 
issuing of warrants and letters pa- 
tent, the making of appointments, and 
the granting of licenses and dispen- 
sations that require the King’s auth- 
ority. 

With his father, the Duke of Con- 
naught, now in Canada, Prince Arthur 
was the only adult male member of 


the royal family left in England when | 


the King sailed for India. He will 
ceebrate his twenty-ninth birthday on 
Jan. 13 next, before the King’s return. 

Prince Arthur is a favorite with the 
ublic. Crowds know well his open, 
handsome face, with its clear blue 
eyes, and his tall, straight figure—he 
is the tallest member of the royal fam.

When the regiment was ordered to 
the front Prince Arthur, as the young- 
est subaltern, was left, to his intense 
regret, at the cavalry depot. In 1903, 
when a full lieutenant, hé went out 
to join his regiment in South Africa 
in charge of a draft of recrujts, H's 
service in the Transvaal wasut short 
by a severe attack of dysentery, which 
necessitated his being invalided home. 
To make himself a thorough efficient 
officer he has undergone instruction 
courses at the signalling and musketty 
schools. He has served with the Royal 
Horse Artillery and the Scots Groys. 

As representative of the Sovereign, 
Prince Arthur has played many parts. 
During the illness of King Edward in 
1902 he was deputed to show honor 
to the Shah, who stated tl.at the kind- 
ness, tact, and courtesy of the prince 
would be one of his happiest recollec- 
tions of Europe. Prince Arthur's first 
foreign mission was in December, 
1904, when he represented the King 
in Rome at the baptism of the infant 
heir to the Itulian throne. In quick 
succession he acted as the King's 
envoy at the funeral of the Dowager 
Duchess of Saxe-Coburg-Gotha, and 
at the opening of the new Protestant 
cathedral in Berlin. On that occasion 
the prince was invested Be the Kais- 
er with the Order of the Black Eagle. 
He also went to’ Berlin as the royx' 
envoy at the wedding of the crown 
prince, 

One of his most interesting missions 
was to Japan in 1906, as the bearer 
of the Order of the Garter to the Em. 
peror, who personally invested him 
with the Order of the Chrysanthemum, 
although never before had the Em- 
peror invésted a recipient. As a com- 
pliment to the prince six chosen gei- 
shas of Kyoto performed the famous 
Cherry Dance out of its due season. 
Princg Arthur was amused when one 
said to him in quaint English, “You 
very nice,”

ham all put togeth-s.” 

The phenomenal prosperity of Man- 
chester is doubtless due to the Man- 
chester ship canal. Before that work 
was constructed the entire district 
was suffering from severe trade de- 
pression. Milla were idle, industries 
at a standstill, and people leaving the 
district in great numbers, The open- 
ing of the canal marked a revival of 
trade which has continued ever since. 
It is stated that over 10,000 mills and 
other buildings were erected along 
the route in the first three years af- 
ter the completion of the canal. The 
traffic has grown from less than 
1,000,000 tons in 1894 to over 6,000,000 
tons unnuatly, The quantity of grain 
imported direct to Manchester during 
the last nine months amounted to 
364,337 tons, against 356,779 tons for 
the corresponding period of 1910, and

THE KING’S TRAIN, 


Acme of, Safety and Comfort Are 
Found In His Majesty's Special. 
When King George travels by rail 

way, he does sy in remarkable safety 

and comfort. The royai train repre. 
sents the acme of the railway carriage. 
builder's art. With their silvermount- 
ed bedsteads, and eusy chairs, and 
window draperies, it is difficult to 
realize that the apartments are sec- 
tions of a railway carriage, while the 
smooth, easy, and almost silent run- 
ning of the train serves to heighten 
the illusion, The various royal sa- 
loons used on different lines are built 
and owned by the respective com: 
anies, the royal party paying their 
ares like age charge for the special. 

The program of running haying been 
completed, a most interesting and 
complicated part of railway organiza- 
tion begins. Hach company has a 
chart or “visuulized time-table,” as 
it has been called. This is divided 
vertically into twenty-four equal 
spaces, one for every hour of the day, 
and each hour is further sub-divided 
into minutes, the half-hour, quarter. 
hour, and five minutes’ itervals be- 
ing denoted by darker lines. This 
time-scale is then divided horizontal- 
ly into a distance-scale, the stations 
and junctions being shown on the 
left hand margin in their relative 
positions, 

On the chart the running of the 
trains is indicated by means of lines 
drawn from point to point across the 
scale, and colored to show the class 
of traffic—a red line denotes an ex- 
press train, and so on, The course of 
the royal train is set down on this 
wonderful traffic chart, and when- 
ever the line cuts another, that other 
must be dlnyed, and the purple 
track allowed to proceed through the 
gap in safety. <A special working 
time-table is next prepared, and cop- 
ies of it are distributed to the offi- 
cials concerned along the entire route,

Toronto Woman Who Died Recently 
Was a Daughter of John Cooper 
Who Came Out With Lord Selkirk’s 
First Lot of Settlers—He I.-* the 


West and Journeyed to Halton 
County, Ontario, 


“The death of Mrs. Robert Shannon, 
which occurred recently in Toronto, 
removes the last of a family of 
twelve children of John Cooper, 
who was born fi the Orkney 
Islands in 1791 and came to Canada 
with Lord Selkirk’s firat lot of settlers, 
John Cooper married Nei] McKin- 
non's eldest daughter in 1813. They 
were the first white couple married in 
Port Garry and their eldest daughter, 
Mary, was the first white child born 
there. Mrs. Neil McKinnon, grand. 
mother of deceased, was the first white 
woman in the northwest territory. 
Jolin Cooper and his father-in-law 
worked with the Hudson Bay Co, for 
four years.

She and another woman journey on 
foot from Toronto to Montreal and 
back to see their husbands and rela-

| tled in Halton county, but in 1836
